Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claim 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Prinzbach, et al, Gas- 
phase production and photoelectron spectroscopy of the smallest fullerene, C 2 o, Nature 2000; 
407: 60-63. 

Prinzbach teaches C 2 o, i.e. a fullerene having a molecular weight less than C 6 o, and 
excluding C 36 . This is all the claim requires. 
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Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 2002/0122754 to 
Ryzhkov. 

Ryzhkov teaches any number of fullerenes having a molecular weight less than Ceo- 
(Ryzhkov 3: [0036]) (teaching C 2 g, C 3 o, C32, C 3 g, C44, C 4 6, andC 5 o). This is all the claim requires.
